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CURRENT ITEMS 


A GENERATION'S CHANGE In two rather small and unpretentious vol- 
IN HUMAN FERTILITY umes the Bureau of the Census has done much 
IN THE UNITED STATES to wipe out its record*of neglect in the 


field of differential fertility. The rec- 
ord of neglect extends over the past half century, a period in which 
the change of human fertility has been so sweeping as to alter en- 
tirely the nation's population prospects. Vuring that period censuses 
were becoming increasingly complete in the details they covered con- 
cerning agriculture, industry, and trade. Much could be learned from 
them about buttons and doubtless sometning avout sauerkraut. Never- 
theless, the information required for really penetrating analyses of 
the changes in the renewal of the nation's human life was not torth- 
coming. The birth-registration area was not started until 1915, and 
not completed until 1933. Births were not allocated to the residence 
of parents until 1935. Registration has remained seriously incomplete 
by amounts that vary in time and space. Information collected at 
heavy expense from each married woman in 1890, 1900, and 1910 concern- 
ing the total number of her live-born children remained untabulated by 
tne Bureau. Even the use of data relating to young children, in lieu 
of births, was impaired by gross underenumeration and by the Bureau's 
failure to cross—tabulate them by the age of the mother. This record 
of indifference toward information relating to the cnanging:’ sources 
of its population is scarcely duplicated by any other modern country. 


The most serious gaps in our information are now filled, with a 
new high standard of technical competence, by the Bureau's recent pub- 
lications: Population. Differential Fertility, 1940 and 1910, one 
sub-entitled "Fertility for States and Large Cities" and the other 
"Standardized Fertility Rates and Reproduction Rates." (See 10(1), 
Title 152, and 10(4), Title 1438.) The volumes represent an advance 
at many points. They depend primarily on data relating to the total 
number of children ever born to married, widowed, and divorced women 
as reported on the census date, and on counts of young children from 
which, with correction for deaths, births may be quite accurately es- 
timated. These types of materials are not new, wut the use made of 
them is. Instead of collecting large masses of information to lie 
idle, as hitherto, in the 1940 census the Bureau asked only a small 
sample of the married women concerning the total number of their live- 
born children. Then it added greatly to the value of the information 
by drawing a corresponding sample from the original unused returns of 
the 1910 census, through a relatively inexpensive W.P.A. project. 
Similarly, the usefulness of data relating to the number of children 
under age 5 asameans of estimating births from 1935 to 1940 was much 
enhanced through cross-tabulation by age of mother, and the extraction 
of analogous data from the records of the 1910 census. Appraisals of 
the materials have been greatly facilitated by the use of correction 
factors to compensate for major defects of the basic data, and by in- 
dications of the sampling errors. Finally, by presenting the results 
in the formof a variety of standard statistical measures, as well as 
in the form of statistical raw materials, the Bureau has done much to 
facilitate the use of the results by individual analysts who lack cler- 
ical assistance. 














From these reports it is possible for the first time to compare 
regent patterns of fertility with those of a generation earlier, over 
a large range ,of materials. These include the cross—tabulation of 
age of women, color, and urban-rural residence for census regions, 
states, and, inlesser detail, large cities and metropolitan regions. 
The volume on rates presents materials for 1910 and 1940 in the form 
of children ever .born per 1,000 women, ratios of children to women, 
estimated age-specific fertility rates, gross and net reproduction 
rates, and intrinsic rates of natural increase. Technical appendices 
discuss avariety of corrections and adjustments, and present the es- 
sentials oi the lite tables used to obtain net reproduction rates. 
Textual discussion is limited to definitions and other tecinical mat- 
ters, and ‘there is no analysis. 


It is beyond the scope of the present note to analyze the results 
of these volumes. That should be the task of many workers for months 
to come. Here we may only suggest something of the potentialities of 
the material by the illustrations on the front cover and on the accom- 


panying page. 


The front cover chart shows the completed fertility of women in 
the regions of the United States and Canada, the latter being dis- 
cussed in the following Item. This fertility is not that of the cen- 
sus year, but that of the years 1890 to 1935, when women aged 55-64 
in 1940 were in the childbearing period. The chart reflects, there- 
fore, something of an average experience for the present century. It 
is evident that the scale of childbearing in the nation as awhole was 
sufficient to yield substantial growth. The average number of births 
was about three. Even in the regions where women were least fertile, 
the Northeast and the West, the average values exceeded 2.65. In the 
South the average of 3.83 supported rapid growth. 


The figure at the top of page 5 permits the comparison of change 
in the human fertility of major regions during the past generation. 
The figure relates to the experience of women aged 15-49 at the census 
dates, hence to those of continuing fertility. However, toavoid viti- 
ating the comparisons by contrasting the number of births to women 
who had passed through varying proportions of their childbearing pe- 
‘riod at the time of the census, all values are standardized to the age 
distribution of the female population aged 15-49 inthe United States 
in 1940 For each region, a second var shows the values that would 
be obtained if the region had, not only the age, but also the color 
and urban-rural residence composition of the United States in 1940. 


In the left-hand panel, the top bar shows that in the United 
States as a whole, the average number of children ever born to women 
of continuing fertility dropped from 2.1tol.4 between 1910 and 1940. 
However, the next lower bar shows that some of this decline came from 
a shift in the color and resjdence composition of the population. In 
general, the panel shows that: (1) the order of the regions remained 
unchanged, with the Northeast and West having the lowest averages, 
the North Central states falling only alittle below the national aver- 
age, and the South having much the highest average; (2) the declines 
were striking in each region, but particularly so in the South; and 
(3) differences in the color and residence composition ot the popula- 
tion accounted foraconsiderable part of the regional differences in 
fertility at each date. 
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CHANGE IN FERTILITY OF U.S. POPULATION BY REGIONS, 1910-1940 
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CHANGE IN AGE SCHEDULES OF FERTILITY, 1905-1910 TO 1935-1940 
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Between 1910 and 1940, the relative differences inthe fertility 
of the regions were considerably reduced. This fact is illustrated 
by the right-hand top panel, showing the per cent by which regional 
values deviated from the corresponding national average. Thus the 
value for the Northeast was 18 per cent below tne national average in 
1910 and 16 per cent below it in 1940, whereas that of the South was 
31 per cent above ‘he national average in 1910 and only 23 per cent 
above it by 1940. It is also clear that much of the spread arose from 
differences in the color and residence composition of the population. 
If the influence of such differences is eliminated from the comparison, 
the average in 1940 for the Northeast was only 8 per cent below the 
national average, and that tor the South was only 9 per cent above it. 


, The middle panels show the fertility rates of the urban, rural- 
nonfarm, and rural-farm white populations and their changes, utilizing 
for that purpose gross and net reproduction rates. These rates were 
derived from estimated births during the five-year period preceding 
each census. The estimates were obtained from children enumerated at 
ages under 5 and classified by age of mother. The gross rates show 
the ratio of the daughter to the mother generation that would arise 
from the maintenance of the observed age schedules of fertility in the 
absence of mortality prior to the end of the childbearing period. The 
net rates show the ratios that would be given by the observed sched- 
ules of fertility and mortality. The absolute values are shown in the 
left-hand panel. 


In the earlier period the gross rate for the white population of 
the United States was1.74, one that, except forlosses through death, 
would yield a 74 per cent increase per generation if maintained. Ac- 
tually, at the then current levels of mortality, fertility was suf- 
ficient to maintain only a 34 per cent increase, as shown by the net 
rate of 1.34. By 1935-40, the gross rate had dropped to nearly l 
and the net rate was a little below the level required for the per- 
manent maintenance of a stationary population. The fertility of the 
urban white population was relatively low in both periods. In 1905- 
10 it would have been more than adequate to maintain a stationary 
population if there were no deaths prior to the end of the childbear- 
ing period, but by 1935-40, it would have been inadequate even under 
these ideal conditions. In view of the observed mortality, the fer- 
tility of the urban population was 2 per cent below the replacement 
level in 1905-10, and 27 per cent below it in 1935-40. By 1935-40 it 
was still sufficient to maintain a permanent increase of 15 per cent 
per generation in the rural-nonfarm white population and of 57 per 
cent in the rural-farm group. Between 1905-10 and 1935-40 in all 
classes of the population the gap between the gross and net rates grew 
smaller. In all groups the effects of falling fertility were in part 
cancelled by falling mortality. The nation's renewal of human life 
was becoming more efficient, but its sources of population growth were 


rapidly dwindling. 


It is apparent from the middle left-hand panel that the gross re- 
production rates declined least in the urban population and most in 
the rural-—farm population. However, the proportion of decline was 
much the same in eacn group, ranging from 31 to 39 per cent. Within 
that range the urban values were highest and the rural-nonfarm lowest. 
Unlike the regional deviations of fertility from the national average, 
those of the residence groups did not narrow over the interval. 




































Within each residence group, there was amarked tendency for the 
highest rates to decline most rapidly and the lowest least rapidly. 
This positive correlation of the height of the gross reproduction rates 
in 1905-10 and the proportion of decline from 1905-10 to 1935-40 is 
somewhat ruthlessly generalized inthe middle right-hand panel on the 
basis of data for the individual states. For each residence group of 
the white population, straight lines were fitted tothe paired: values 
of state gross rates of 1905-10 and the amounts of their decline from 
1905-10 to 1935-40. The resulting equations were then transformed to 
give percent decline. The scatters of observed points around the lines 
were substantial, but the correlations were all obviously high. In 
the chart the lines extend between the minimum and maximum state val- 
ues for 1905-10 used inthe computation for each group. Obviously, in 
each group, the higher the fertility, the more rapid the decline. As 
between residence groups of equal fertility in 1905-10, the proportion 
of decline was much the greatest inthe urban population and least in 
the rural-farm group. However, the differences are not particularly 
meaningful, since the lowest rural-farm rate isan extremely high ur- 
ban rate. 


The bottom panels illustrate still another type of material 
available in the report. They show the age schedules of fertility 
for the rural-farm and the urban sections of the white and nonwhite 
populations, and their changes, It is apparent that inthe rural-farm 
group the fertility of the nonwhite population was substantially higher 
than that of the white population at each age and at both dates. In 
the urban populations the differences were much less marked. In fact, 
in 1905-10 the rates for the whites were lower than those of the non- 
whites only at ages under 20. After 1905-10 the fertility of the white 
population declined more rapidly than that of the nonwhite, so that 
by 1935-40 the rate for whites was also lower than that for the non- 
whites atages 20-24. The differences after age 35 were small and are 
of doubtful statistical significance. In all groups, the ages from 
twenty to thirty produced the most children. However, in all groups, 
ages 20-24 grewin importance relative toages 25-29 during the inter— 
val’ considered. Undoubtedly this trend reflects the falling age of 
marriage that has accompanied the decline infertility. As the right- 
hand panel of the chart shows, the decline in fertility over the in- 
terval increased sharply with advancing age. These declines were 
smaller inthe nonwhite than in the white population, and particularly 
small in the nonwhite urban group whose fertility was already very low 
in 1905-10. Interestingly enough, one of the very few rises of fer- 
tility shown in these reports is that of the nonwhite population under 
age 20, and it was important only in the urban group. 


These illustrations will serve to suggest something of the wealth 
of materials in the current census publications on differential fer- 
tility. It is to be hoped that, as the exigencies of the manpower 
situation permit, further information relating to the differences of 
economic status will become available, that the promised elaboration 
of technical matters will be forthcoming, and that eventually an ana~ 
lytical summary of the results may be issued by the Bureau itself. 
Meanwhile, the Bureau is to be congratulated on producing with neat 
economy, high technical efficiency, and timeliness, a body of informa- 
tion that is essential to the proper appraisal of the nation's popula— 
tion position at the end of the interwar period. 











TRENDS IN CANADIAN Recent demographic developments in Canada 
FAMILY SIZE must be reserved for future discussion. Mean- 
while, however, we may note that the Dominion 
Bureau oi Statistics has released an excellent study of differential 
fertility entitled "Trends in Canadian family Size." (See Title 191, 
this issue.) The report is a preliminary one, the first of a series 
dealing with various aspects of the material obtained in response to 
the question concerning childlessness, distributions of children, and 
average numbers of children in relation to place of residence, age 
at marriage, and duration of marriage. A second volume now nearing 
completion will discuss family size in relation to dilterences in 
religion, mother-tongue, education, and urbanization. 


The Canadian study ismore nearly analogous to the classical "Re- 
port on the Fertility of Marriage of the 1911 Census of England and 
Wales," than to the recent publications of the United States Census. 
Its materials are exclusively drawn from the census returns of 1941 
relating to total births, but in addition to the basic data the vol- 
ume includes a highly competent analysis of the results. 


Direct comparisons of the results with the*American study can be 
made, but extensive comparisons involve considerable computations. 
One, drawn directly from the reports, is show on the front cover 
chart. As noted in the previous Item, it relates to the completed 
fertility of women aged 55-64 at the census dates, hence portrays 
Something of the average situation during the present century. The 
averages are substantially higher inCanada than inthe United States. 
Only two of the provinces, British Columbia and Ontario, have lower 
values than the figure for the Southern United States. In this case, 
however, the figures were closely similar to those of the neighboring 
Western and North Central states. The position of Quebec is noteworthy. 
There, women of completed fertility reported 543 births per100 women. 


Of course, these figures do not represent recent experience. A 
reference bulletin recently issued by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics, 
entitled "Gross and Net Reproduction Rates, Canada and Provinces," in- 
dicates that in the years 1935-1940 the gross reproduction rate was 
1.35, with which the rate of 1.10 for the United States may be com 
pared. In 1938-1939, the gross rate for Canada was 1.34, and the 
values for the provinces ranged fromalow of 1.03 inBritish Columbia 
to 1.82 in New Brunswick. . 


These studies and their successors should offer anexcellent base 
line for the eventual appraisal of the influence of the Canadian Family 
Allowances Act of 1944. (See Title 468, this issue.) 


ASSOCIATION A local meeting of the members of the Population 
NEWS Association living in or near Washington, held 
November lO and1ll, 1944, gave encouraging evi- 

dence of the continued vitality of the Association. The program, re- 
produced in the last issue of the Index, was devoted primarily to 
governmental research and to reports onmaterials or problems relevant 
to the determination of national or international population policy. 




































Despite the absence of any advertising, except cards sent to members 
in the Washington area, approximately a hundred persons attended all 
sessions. Many of the members present were in Washington on war as— 
Signments, either civilian or military. Few were at present engaged 
in demographic research, butall maintained their professional inter- 
ests in the field. 


A meeting of the Board of Directors was held during the Washington 
meeting. There was considerable discussion of the future aims and 
prospects of the Population Association, especially of its role asa 
small group of research people versus its potential role if it attempted 
to expand nationally and to extend its membership to the other nations 
of the Americas. The regionalization of the Association was discussed 
in some detail, since Dr. Dorothy Swaine Thomas had requested cooper- 
ation in the development of a West Coast Chapter, which would maintain 
professional contacts and facilitate tne cooperation and integration 
of demographic research in that area. The Board of Directors reached 
no decision on these questions of fundamental significance for the 
future of the Association, but voted that a committee be appointed 
jointly by the incumbent and the incoming Presidents to review the 
objectives of the Association, the general relationships with other 
organizations inthe Americas, and the desirability of organizing chap- 
tera of the Association. The Board also voted that the President ap~- 
point a West Coast regional committee to serve for one year for the 
purpose of arranging regional meetings of members located in that vi- 
cinity. Dr. Dorothy Swaine Thomas was appointed Chairman of this 
committee. 


The Board of Directors agreed on the necessity for the early re- 
Sumption of national meetings. They decided that, in view of the 
pressing population problems that will face the United States in the 
postwar world, a meeting should be arranged for early 1945. This de- 
cision, however, will require further consideration in light of the 
recent more stringent restrictions on travel in general and conventions 
in particular. 


WORLD POPULATION The January volume of The Annals of the Ameri- 
IN TRANSITION can Academy of Political and Social Science, 
entitled "World Population inTransition," has 

become available just as the Index goes to press. Edited by Kingsley 
Davis of Princeton University, the main body of the volume comprises 
twenty articles by leading demographers. The first of the two major 
groups of articles is devoted to a consideration of regional situa- 
tions, and the second to topical aspects of population change. The 
articles will be abstracted in the bibliography:of the Index for 
April. The current volume is the first number of The Annals to be 
devoted to population problems since that of November 1936, which was 
edited by Louis I. Dublin and entitled "The American People."

fectuation....The Department of Finance 
estimated that the outlay as a result of 
the passage of the bill would be 
$250,000,000 per annum, of which
